In 21 per cent of pa- 
tients who received nitrofurantoin prophy- 
lactically fever developed after cystoscopy, 
compared to 35 per cent of patients who 
received other agents, and 73 per cent of 
patients who did not receive any antimi- 
crobial agents.”*
